companies. 

TmmedUlely after V-J day,"

thorized construction, of 89,000 kilo- 
watts of additional hydro-electric 
capacity, to again provide a reserve 
ol power to meet the growlDg de- 
mands of the terrlttfy." 

A new plant of 10,000 kUowaU

Homes Plan 
Is Proposed 

WASHINOTON. Aug. 2S (UJO — 
Rep. Oharlea K. Fletctier, It. CaL, 
proposed today that the Bovenunent 
put Ita army-navy warUme con- 
struction teams to work building 
houses for sale to low-Income 
groups. 

Fletcher aald he wag coavlnced 
private enterprise could not build 
and flnaiKe new houses for people 
earning $1,000 a year or lesi. Flet- 
cher cited figures used by Ben. 
Robert A. TUt, authm* of a houahig 
bill, that 30 per cent 6t the nation's 
lu-ban population earned |1,000 or 
leu ia 1038. 

"I am In hopes that the congres- 
sional investigation of the tiou^ing 
shortage will prove my Idea feaa- 
Ible." said Pletcher. He U prealdent 
ot the Home Savings and Loan asso- 
ciation. Ban Diego, and a member 
ot the congressional committee 
Investigate the bousing shortage. 

Under his luvpo^al congTeAs would 
set up a revolving fund to finance 
the housing. Actual construction 
would be done by the army and 
navy. Fletcher suggested the "paper 
work" might be tlone by the federal 
works agency. 

Repayment periods, he believed, 
should be in line with the from 40 to 
M years uwrs of iirigation projecla 
are permitted to repay the federal 
reclamation investment. Interest 
should be held at the U. e. treasury 
rate of close to three per cent, he 
said. 

"The plan probably would mean 
expending anny-navy construction 
facilities, perhaps setting up a per- 
manent engineering corps for this 
work," he aald.
